Gentlemen, 


I beg1  to  submit  to  you  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year 
1913.  It  gives  me  great  pleasure  to  point  out  tlmt  the 
vital  statistics  shew  that  the  health  of  the  District  is 
highly  satisfactory. 

The  occupation  of  the  working  classes  is  mostly  that  of 
agricultural  and  public  works,  whilst  there  are  several 
factories  employing  a fair  number  of  hands.  However, 
with  these  exceptions,  the  district  is  more  or  less  that  of 
a residential  district. 

I estimate  the  population  taken  at  the  middle  of  the 
year  to  be  6,562. 


BIRTHS. 


The  Births  during  the  year  numbered  131,  and  the 
Birth-rate  was  19*78,  the  Births  shewing  a slight  decrease 
to  that  of  the  previous  year.  The  Birth-rate  for  London 
was  24*8,  whilst  for  England  and  Wales  it  was  23*9. 
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DEATHS. 

Fifty-five  Deaths  were  registered  in  the  district  (males 
33,  females  22),  and  the  crude  Death-rate  was  8*38.  The 
number  of  non-residents  who  died  in  the  district  numbered 
three,  whereas  the  number  of  residents  registered  out- 
side the  district  was  1G,  making  a correct  total  of  G8 
deaths,  which  gives  a Death-rate  of  10*36  per  1,000, 
whilst  that  of  London  was  14*2,  and  for  England  and 
Wales  13*4. 

It  is  well  to  note  that  this  Death-rate  is  the  lowest 
that  this  district  has  been  able  to  record  for  the  last  ten 
vears. 

XJ 

The  principal  causes  of  the  deaths  were  that  of  Cancer 
and  Diseases  of  the  Respiratory  Organs  and  allied 
diseases.  Moreover,  it  is  gratifying  to  be  able  to  report 
that  only  one  death  occured  under  the  Zymotic  Class 
(viz.,  Diarrhoea  1). 

INFANTILE  MORTALITY. 

The  question  of  Infantile  Mortality  is  one  of  great 
importance  and  it  is  more  than  gratifying  to  me  to  be  able 
to  report  that  for  the  year  the  infantile  mortality  rate 
was  the  lowest  on  record  for  this  district,  viz.,  38*16  per 
1,000  of  the  births.

Cerebro-Spinal  Meningitis  and  Acute  Poliomyelitis. — 
No  notifications  were  received  during  the  year  of  either 
of  these  diseases. 

Infantile  Purulent  Ophthalmia  ( Ophthalmia  Neona- 
torum).— This  disease  is  not  voluntarily  notifiable  in  this 
district,  although  such  is  the  case  in  most  of  the  larger 
districts,  but  T am  pleased  to  see  that  it  will  be  amongst 
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tlie  list  of  compulsorily  notifiable  diseases  before  tlie 
middle  of  tlie  year  1914.  It  is  recognised  that  more  than 
a third  of  the  total  number  of  cases  of  blindness  is  due 
to  this  disease,  whereas,  by  prompt  and  efficient  treat- 
ment the  blindness  consequent  upon  it  is  preventable. 
It  is  therefore  a matter  of  great  importance  that  it 
should  be  notifiable. 

Tuberculosis. 

Pulmonary  Tuberculosis . — Seventeen  notifications  of 
Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  were  received  during  the  year 
(12  in  East  Molesey  and  5 in  West  Molesey),  and  in 
accordance  with  the  Public  Health  (Tuberculosis)  Regula- 
tions of  1913 , a private  record  is  kept  of  each  case  and 
disinfection  is  carried  out  as  circumstances  require  and 
after  all  fatal  cases. 

Other  forms  of  Tuberculosis.  — Six  notifications  of 
Tuberculosis  (other  than.  Pulmonary)  were  received 
during  the  year,  all  these  cases  being  in  East  Molesey. 

The  increase  in  the  number  of  notifications  received  is 
fully  explained  by  the  coming  into  force  of  the  new 
Regulations  of  1913,  which  makes  it  compulsory  for  all 
forms  of  Tuberculosis  to  be  notified. 

Cancer  . 

Twelve  deaths  (seven  females  and  five  males)  were 
attributed  to  Cancer  or  Malignant  Disease  during  the 
year  (nine  in  East  Molesey  and  three  in  West  Molesey). 

Diarrhoea. 

There  was  onlv  one  death  recorded  from  this  disease

during  the  year,  which  is  very  satisfactory. 

WATER  SUPPLY. 

The  water  supply  of  the  district  is  obtained  from  the 
mains  of  the  Metropolitan  Water  Board  and  is  a constant 
supply. 
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MILK  SUPPLY. 

The  number  of  milch  cows  kept  by  registered  cow- 
keepers  in  the  district  is  about  95,  and  the  Council’s 
Veterinary  Inspector  makes  a quarterly  inspection  of  the 
whole  of  tlie  animals.  Moreover,  systematic  inspection 
has  been  made  of  the  Cowsheds,  Milksliops  and  Dairies 
in  the  district,  as  will  be  seen  by  the  Sanitary  Inspector’s 
Report. 

I have  received  a return  from  the  County  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  shewing  the  number  of  samples  taken 
by  the  County  Inspector  under  the  Sale  of  Food  and 
Drugs  Acts  of  various  articles,  and  I note  that  of  twenty 
samples  of  milk  taken  in  this  district  none  were  discovered 
adulterated. 


SEWAGE  AND  DRAINAGE. 

The  sewage  of  this  district  is  treated  on  the  principles 
of  precipitation  and  intermittent  downward  filtration. 

There  are  still  a few  premises  in  the  district  not  con- 
nected with  the  public  sewer  and  which  drain  into  cess- 
pools, and  attention  has  been  given  thereto. 


HOUSING  OF  THE  WORKING  CLASSES. 

The  matters  under  this  heading  have  received  due 
attention  during  the  year  and  in  accordance  with  the 
requirements  of  the  Housing  (Inspection  of  District) 
Regulations,  the  Sanitary  Inspector  as  the  “ Other 
designated  Officer,”  has  made  a number  of  Inspections, 
details  of  which  fie  lias  set  out  on  a tabulated  form. 

Four  houses  were  reported  as  unfit  under  the  provisions 
of  the  Housing,  Town  Planning,  &c.,  Act,  1909,  and  are 
receiving  the  attention  of  the  Council. 
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FOOD. 

The  matter  of  most  importance  dealt  with  under  this 
head  during  the  year  was  that  of  meat  inspection,  and 
due  attention  has  been  given  thereto  by  our  Sanitary 
Inspector  and  it  will  notified  from  his  Report  that  a 
certain  amount  of  meat  has  been  surrendered. 


SCHOOLS. 

The  School  attendance  throughout  the  year  has  been 
satisfactory.  It  was,  however,  necessary  to  close  certain 
of  the  Schools  owing  to  an  outbreak  of  Measles  during 
the  early  part  of  the  year. 


GENERAL. 

The  Report  of  your  Sanitary  Inspector  is  hereto 
appended,  from  which  you  will  be  able  to  see  the  various 
matters  dealt  with  during  the  year. 

In  conclusion,  I must  sav  that  the  work  carried  out 
by  our  Sanitary  Inspector,  Mr.  William  Till-cock,  has 
been  very  satisfactorv,  and  I would  like  to  record  the

Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  my  first  Annual 
Report,  as  required  by  the  Local  Government  Board, 
shewing  details  of  the  work  performed  under  the  direc- 
tion of  the  Council  and  the  supervision  of  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health. 

HOUSING  OF  THE  WORKING  CLASSES  ACTS. 

Four  houses  have  been  reported  under  Section  17  of  the 
Housing,  Town  Planning,  &c.,  Act,  1909,  viz.,  Nos.  1 
and  2,  Cann’s  Cottages,  Sewage  Works  Approach  Road, 
and  Nos.  1 and  2,  Hanson’s  Cottages,  Esher  Road.  The 
owner  of  the  first-named  cottages  has  promised  to  execute 
such  work  as  may  be  necessary  to  put  these  cottages  in  a 
fit  state  of  repair.  With  regard  to  Nos.  1 and  2, 
Hanson’s  Cottages,  which  are  at  present  unoccupied,  the 
Council  have  left  the  matter  in  obeyance  for  the  time 
being,  having  regard  to  the  fact  that  the  question  of  the 
widening  of  Esher  Road  is  under  consideration  by  the 
County  Council,  and  in  which  improvement  these  two 
cottages  are  included. 

HOUSING  (INSPECTION  OF  DISTRICT)  REGULA- 
TIONS, 1910. 

Since  my  appointment  I have  made  120  inspections 
under  these  Regulations,  and  the  matters  set  out  in  the 
Circular  issued  by  the  Local  Government  Board  have 
been  strictly  adhered  to  and  full  particulars  of  the 
inspections  made  are  recorded  in  an  appended  table. 
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HOUSE  DRAINAGE. 

Tlie  smoke  test  lias  been  applied  to  the  drains  at  houses 
from  whence  cases  of  infectious  disease  have  been  notified, 
and  also  in  some  cases  on  complaint,  and  in  six  cases 
defects  were  discovered,  all  of  which  have  been  remedied. 

With  regard  to  the  cesspools  in  the  district,  in  two 
instances  certain  work  has  been  carried  out,  viz.,  Upper 
Farm,  West  Molesey,  where  the  drain  connection  has 
been  repaired,  and  at  Ivy  Lodge,  West  Molesey,  where 
the  occupier  has  diverted  the  course  of  the  rainwater 
(from  the  house  and  certain  outbuildings),  which  has 
hitherto  discharged  into  the  soil  cesspool. 

Complaints  were  received  respecting  other  cesspools  at 
West  Molesey,  but  no  nuisances  were  discovered  to  exist 
upon  an  inspection  being  made. 

INFECTIOUS  DISEASES  AND  DISINFECTION. 

Enquiries  have  been  made,  and  the  drains  and  sanitary 
appliances  examined,  and  disinfection  carried  out  under 
the  direction  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  and  in 
some  cases  articles  of  clothing,  bedding,  etc.,  have  been 
disinfected  in  the  Council’s  Disinfector  at  the  Isolation 
Hospital.  Disinfection  has  also  been  carried  out  in  cases 
of  Phthisis  and  Malignant  Disease  under  the  instructions 
of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health. 

SLAUGHTER  HOUSES. 

There  are  three  licensed  slaughter  houses  (including 
one  knacker’s  yard)  and  one  registered  slaughter  house 
in  the  district ; and  although  somewhat  antiquated  in 
construction,  the  occupiers  endeavour,  to  the  best  of  their 
ability,  to  comply  with  the  byelaws. 

Special  attention  has,  as  far  as  practicable,  been  given 
to  the  slaughter  houses  during  the  progress  of  the 
slaughtering  of  animals  and  the  surrender  of  carcases  and 
organs  has  occurred  in  some  instances,  which  readily 
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shows  the  importance  of  the  work,  and  although  this 
causes,  in  most  cases,  a loss  to  the  butcher  concerned,  I 
am  pleased  to  he  able  to  state  that,  so  far  they  have 
given  every  facility  for  the  inspection  of  carcases,  etc. 
At  the  latter  end  of  the  year  I was  requested  to  examine 
the  carcase  of  a pig  when  it  was  found  necessary,  having 
regard  to  certain  circumstances,  to  call  the  attention  of 
the  police  to  the  same  as  being  that  of  a suspicious  case 
of  Swine  Fever,  and  although  it  proved  not  to  be  the 
case,  it  appears  that  this  pig  was  already  being  dealt  with 
by  the  County  Authorities. 

The  diseased  or  unsound  food  surrendered  is  as  follows  : 
Carcase  and  organs  of  heifer;  carcase  and  organs  of  pig; 
one  set  of  beast’s  lungs;  two  beasts’  livers;  seven  sets  of 
sheep’s  lungs;  four  sheep’s  livers;  and  three  pigs’  livers. 

DAISIES,  COWSHEDS  AND  MILKSHOPS. 

There  are  seven  persons  registered  as  cowkeepers  in  the 
district,  and  inspections  have  been  made  and  the  cow- 
sheds, although  in  the  majority  of  cases  not  of  modern 
construction,  found  satisfactory,  with  the  exception  of 
one  or  two  instances,  in  which  cases  the  occupiers  have 
readily  agreed  to  my  suggestions  for  remedying  certain 
matters. 

The  Register  under  these  Orders  also  includes  one  Dairy 
and  two  milkshops  in  the  district,  inspections  of  which 
have  been  made  to  ensure  compliance  with  the  Regula- 
tions. 

FACTORY  AND  WORKSHOP  ACT,  1901. 

The  inspections  made  under  this  Act  were  reported 
upon  in  my  monthly  Report  for  November,  and  I have 
prepared  the  necessary  details  required  by  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  for  his  report  thereon. 

Various  matters  were  found  to  require  attention  and 
the  owners  and  occupiers  have,  in  the  majority  of  cases, 
readily  complied  with  the  requirements  of  the  Act  with- 
out the  service  of  notices.

There  are  eight  bakehouses  in  the  district  and  inspec- 
tions are  made  from  time  to  time,  and  it  is  gratifying 
to  observe  that  the  necessary  cleansing  is  carried  out  as 
required  by  the  Act,  it  only  being  necessary  in  one  or  two 
instances  to  remind  the  occupiers  of  the  obligation. 

GENERAL  MATTERS. 

Various  offensive  accumulations  have  been  complained 
of  and  the  nuisances  therefrom  abated  by  the  persons 
responsible,  it  only  being  found  necessary  to  issue  a 
statutory  notice  with  respect  to  one  case,  which  had  the 
desired  effect  of  obtaining  the  abatement  of  the  nuisances 
in  question. 

In  concluding  my  first  Annual  Report  to  you,  I beg  to 
express  my  gratitude  to  the  Council,  the  Chairman  and 
Members  of  the  Public  Health  and  Isolation  Hospital 
Committee,  and  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  the  kind 
support  I have  received  from  them  in  the  performance  of 
my  duties.
